Bucks County Commissioner 
John J. Bodley yesterday cri­ 
ticized four members 
of 
the 
five-man board of the Bucks 
County 
Water and 
Sewer Au­ 
thority for 
voting 
themselves 
salaries. 


The spending practices of the 
water and sewer authority and 
the Bucks County Urban Rede­ 
velopment Authority were rap­ 
ped by Bodley in an interview. 
He defended the cutbacks in ap­ 
propriations to both groups by 
the board of commissioners. 


Salary Grants 


The salary grants of at least 
$3,000 each by the water and 
sewer authority as well as a

An agreement was made yes­ 
terday by 
the 
Bucks 
County 
Commissioners to incur part of 
the debt from the Bucks County 
Sewer and Water Authority in 
constructing the Neshaminy In­ 
terceptor Sewer Line. 


Under 
the 
agreement, 
the 
commissioners will be responsi­ 
ble for bond issue costs up to 
$180,000 a year over a period 
of IO years. 


The near $5 million trunk line 
will carry sewage from areas in 
Northampton 
and 
Middletown 
Townships and Langhorne and 
Hulmeville 
Boroughs 
to 
the 
Falls Township Treatment Plan 
on the Neshaminy Creek. 


Debt Obligations 


John J. Bodley, chairman of 
the commissioners, said the au

number of other “unwarranted” 
practices, Bodley said, were re­ 
sponsible for the board’s trim­ 
ming 
the 
authority’s 
budget 
from $79,872 to $24,000. 


Bodley indicated that under 
the reduced budget, calaries for 
authority members wouldn’t be 
possible. 


Bodley charged the redevelop­ 
ment authority with spending 
too much money last year on 
promotional activities. 


The 
commission 
chairman 
ticked off a number of 
well 
known eating houses where, in 
his words, the urban redevelop­ 
ment authority held its “so-cal­ 
led conferences.” 


From the authority’s expense 
reports, Bodley read off bills of 
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$244, $333, $470, $243 and several 
others. He said the bills totaled 
more than $2,500. 


“A conference doesn’t require 
that you have cocktails and din­ 
ner,” Bodley said. 


The urban redevelopment au­ 
thority suffered the most severe 
slash at the hands of the com­ 
missioners, from $104,000 last 
year to $23,600 in 1964. 


Bodley said that fellow com­ 
missioners 
Joseph 
O. 
Canby 
and Water S. Farley Jr. agreed 
to the cutbacks. 


No Outside Help 


The new budgets do not pro­ 
vide for any outside help from 
consulting firms, Bodley said. 
This means that the commis­ 
sioners are trying to push Wal- 
Cant Talk Now 


ker and Murray, Inc. out of 
the picture. The 
Philadelphia 
firm now does consulting work 
for both authorities. The board 
would replace the firm with the 
county planning commission. 


“We 
believe 
our 
planning 
commission is in a position to 
do all work formerly done by 
consultants,” Bodley said. 


The chairman said that the 
planning commission 
w o u l d 
work closer with the two author­ 
ities as well as the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Industrial Development Cor­ 
poration. 


A “ Happy” Relationship 


He described the relationship 
between the corporation and the 
commissioners as “a very hap­ 
py one.” Bodley in the past has 
criticized the “bar tabs” run up

Bodley made it clear yester­ 
day that he had no quarrel with 
the board members of the cor­ 
poration. “They see things our 
way,” the chairman 
said 
re­ 
ferring 
to 
board 
members. 
“They’ve been given what they 
need.” 


Bodley said 
that the board 
members of the sewer and wa­ 
ter authority are not legally lia­ 
ble for voting salaries for them­ 
selves. 


“They followed the advice of 
their solicitor (John W. Dean),” 
Bodley said. 


Bodley 
said 
that 
authority 
members 
weren’t 
entitled 
to 
salaries as members 
of t h e 
board. However, on Dean’s ad­ 


vice the five m em bers had been 
re ceiving pay as em ployes of 
the authority. 


The chairman said the com ­ 
missioners have the power to 
withhold the funds allocated to 
the authority “ if its m em bers 
don’t use the m oney the way 
we want. 


“ We can’t write their checks 
for them .” Bodley said, “ but 
we can check to see how they 
spent their last allocation.’*

Pistol-Whipping, Beatings, Falls Revealed 
Ruby Portrayed As Being 
Constantly rHit On Head’ 


DALLAS (UPI)—The defense 
today portrayed Jack Ruby as 
a man who spent much of his 
life being hit on the head. 


Defense psychiatrist Dr. Mar­ 
tin Towler read into the record 
a 
pistol-whipping, 
a 
beating, 
falls on the head, an auto acci­ 
dent, and a brain-b r u i s i n g 
brawl to back the contention 
that Ruby suffered “spells” and 
was insane when he shot Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 


The possibility of brain fever 
also was raised. 


As a result, the defense con­ 
tended, Ruby’s brain waves are 


“paroxysmal” and convulsive. 


Dr. Towler a neuro-psychia- 
trist 
from 
the 
Titus 
Harris 
Clinic in Galveston, Tex., led 
a parade of psychiatrists to the 
stand 
after 
Mrs. 
Marguerite 
Oswald, mother of the accused 
assassin, was sworn in as a 
witness for the prosecution and 
banned from the court as a 
spectators. 


One of three psychiatrists on 
a court-appointed board to ex­ 
amine Ruby, Towler said brain 
waves tests showed “some de­ 
gree 
of 
brain 
damage.” 
He 
could not say precisely what 
caused it. 
The 
52-year-old 
Ruby 
sat 


quietly, blinking and staring at 
the physician. 


If the jury believes that, as 
the law states, “a preponder­ 
ance of the evidence” shows 
the nervous little defendant to 
have 
been 
insane 
when 
he 
killed President Kennedy’s ac­ 
cused assassin Nov. 24, it must 
find him innocent of the charge 
of murder-with-malice. 


The test being applied here 
is 
the 
so-called 
McNaghten 
Rule, established in England in 
1843. It holds that to establish 
a defense of insanity it must be 
clearly proved the accused did

The problem of mental health 
is one that has been neglected 
until 
comparatively 
r e c e n t 
times and it still suffers from 
misunderstanding, 
partly 
be­ 
cause it is so complex. 


The Valley Day School 
in 
Woodside is at present the only 
place in Bucks County filling a 
particular kind of need — the 
need felt by children with emo­ 
tional problems that cannot be 
dealt with in an institution, and 


cannot be dealt with satisfac­ 
torily on a part-time basis. 


It is one of the many ironies 
of its present critical financial 
situation that the trend in treat­ 
ing children with emotional dis­ 
turbances is towards schools of 
this type. 


“ Need Many More” 


Dr. Hugh Nestor, a child psy­ 
chiatrist on the staff of Eastern 
State School and Hospital. Tre­ 
vose, said: “ We need the Valley 
Day School, and we need many 
more Valley Day Schools.” 


The Valley Day School was 
founded in 1958, virtually from 
scratch since there were no 
funds available at all at the

time. The people behind the ven ­ 
ture were mainly professional 
people in the fields of m ental 
health and education. 


The number of children rose 
from three in the first year to 
23^ now and in 1961 the' school 
was moved to a former school­ 
house in 
Woodside, that 
w as 
leased from the Lower M ake­ 
field School Board. 


Education And Treatment 


Edward R. Dubin. director of 
the school, emphasizes the need 
for giving the child an educa­ 
tion at the sam e time as treat­ 
ing the child’s emotional prob­ 
lems. 


“ Equal to the mental health 


goals of the school and very 
m uch 
a 
part 
of 
them 
— 
you can’t separate the two — 
is the school’s development of 
b asic learning skills through its 
educational therapy program,” 
bo said. 


Emotional problems can af­ 
fect a child’s ability to learn. 
This inability to learn as quick­ 
ly as other children may lead 
to further emotional problems 
which finally result in a vicious 
c irc’e. 


“ This is why we need to be 
a school as well as a mental 
health facility,” Dubin said.

HARRISBURG (UPI) — 
Gov. William W. Scranton 
today proposed 
spending 
a record $566.3 million in 
state and federal funds to 
build, plan and improve 
Pennsylvania roads during 
the 1964-65 fiscal year. 
Scranton 
said 
he 
believed 
that present plans pointed tow­ 
ard completion of the 1,500-mile 
interstate network by 1970, two 
years ahead of schedule. The 
program, 
embracing some of 
the major proposed superhigh­ 
ways in the state, was begun 
in 1956. 
Unveiling his 
motor license 
fund budget for the General As­ 
sembly, 
Scranton 
detailed 
a 
$69 2 million increase from cur­ 
rent allocations and pinpointed 
a record $285 million for actual 
construction work on 650 miles 
of highway. 
The construction budget is up 
$32.1 million from the current 
fiscal year ending June 30 when 
•535 miles of roadway work is 
blueprinted.

Supreme Court Ruling Supports Right 
Of Press To Criticize Public Officials 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court’s historic deci­ 
sion in the New York Times 
libel case was viewed today as 
massive support for the right of 
the nation’s press to criticize 
public officials. 
The 
court, 
in 
a 
decision 
which set sweeping new guide­ 
lines in the field of freedom of 
the press and of speech, Mon­ 
day threw out a $500,000 libel 
judgment 
against 
the Times. 
The judgment had been won in 
state courts by a Montgomery, 


Ala., police official. The deci­ 
sion also struck down the judg­ 
ment as it applied to four Ne­ 
gro clergymen who were co­ 
defendants 
in 
the 
Alabama 
case. 
The court’s majority opinion 
in strong language laid down 
the rule that critical statements 
about the official conduct of 
government officers 
are
